Adams County this afternoon sends 
another contingent of 
forty 
eight 
strong, patriotic young men who go 
at their country’* call to join the .Se­ 
cond National Army f^r the cause of 
world freedom. 
Answering the sum ­ 
mons to service they appeared this 
morning at ten o’clock at the head­ 
quarters of the local board, received 
their cards and instructions and then 
were given their freedam until time 
to gather for entrainm ent this a fte r­ 
noon. 
It whs a fine looking crowd, 
all the way through, and apparently 
first class m aterial for their country’s 
fighting forces. 
Gettysburg Chapter of the 
Red 
Cross gave every one of the men a 
fine knitted sw eater and two pairs of 
knitted socks, gifts that were very 
thoroughly appreciated. 
After this 
presentation and the routine at the 
place of reporting, the men went to 
the City Dote! where 
they 
were 
served with dinner. 
They are due to leave this a f te r­ 
noon for Camp Lee rn. Petersburg, 
Virginia, 
and will arrive there on 
Friday morning. 
Heading the party 
is Robert G. Blocher, of Gettysburg. 
H k lieutenants 
are Nevin P. Meh- 
ring. Earl W. Stall rn.th, Homer F. 
Hebert, B. E. Widder, and Fabian E. 
Kris*. 
The number of men from G ettys­ 
burg is un usgally large. 
In the con­ 
tingent are several pairs of brothers. 
As the select* came 
out of the 
Court House this morning a company 
of tankers was going by. 
Not know­ 
ing w'ho all the young civilians were, 
one of the soldiers called: 
“ Oh, you’ll soon be doing this, too”. 
A spectator slipped the wo: J to tho 
soldiers that the forty eight w ire to 
leave during the day to enter the 
country’s service and a great cheer 
came from the fighters to their pro­ 
spective brothers in arms. 
With the contingent from this coun­ 
ty there a b o goes Speke M. Wolfe, 
of Oregon, Illinois, who was register­ 
ed at that place but had been em ­ 
ployed on a local farm 
He had a 
transfer grunted so that he could 
go from here rather than travel all 


The 254 young men of Adams Coun­ 
ty who registered on June fifth as 
having become 21 years of age aline© 
the first registration day, were this 
morning given their turns through 
the great lottery conducted at W ash­ 
ington for the entire country. 
The drawing was done in the same 
way as last year. 
Twelve hundred 
numbers w’ere placed in a bowl this 
morning and, as each was drawn out, 
it gave a place ta every registrant 
in the United States who held that 
number. 
Some boards had registered 
more than a thousand men and, of 
course, the high numbers concerned 
them. 
In this county the only ones 
with which the local board was con­ 
cerned were the ones from I to 254 
inclusive. 
In 1917 afte r each man had been 
given a registration number he was 
given a serial number. This was done 
by registering them all alphabetically 
in each district and the districts also 
being in alphabetical order. 
But this 
year the registration number is also 
the aer.ai number. 
After the regis­ 
tering was done on June 5th 
the 
local board shuffled the cards and the 
order in which they appeared after 
this shuffling determined the number 
given each one. 
These are the numbers attache I to 
the names in the list below. 
Another change this year is in the 
fact that the men Will be c l a s h e d 
befoie they are called. 
Last year the 
first number drawn was the first one 
called, but this year the first one calK 
c I will be the first man on the list 
who is placed in Class One.

only about one-tenth as many were 
concerned, the interest fbi* year was 
far less than in 1917.

In fact it’s the 
best place I’ve struck in France. 
“ Remember,

ing I think they will profit by keep­ 
ing me here till it’s over Over Here. 
“To-day, being memorial day, they 
had a great celebration here with an 
open air mass parade, and then the 
prayer and decoration of the graves 
6f American soldiers who are buried 
here. 
Then in the afternoon we had 
a base ball game, 
boxing, 
running 
and all kinds 
of sports that go 
to 
make a track meet. 
“ I see the F rities have started a n ­ 
other drive. 
Well, 
let ’em 
drive. 
When they go the limit it’s going to 
he some fight 
because some 
of th e, 
boys 
from 
God’s Country 
will 
be, 
there. 
“ I met one of 
the captains of the 
58th to-day but I can’t 
think of his 
name. 
He made me think of G ettys­ 
burg. 
If you only knew how I wish 
I were there. 
“ I received your 
letter of March 
5th. 
It was 
very strange 
for th at 
was the day I got shot up. 
You must 
have had a hunch that I was in need 
of a letter that day.” 
Sergeant Skipper shows a keen in­ 
terest in the happenings 
in G ettys­ 
burg, comments

brown rat seems to have had much to 
do w ith 
the extinction 
of certain 
great beasts In Asia. 
Perhaps the

down num erically Just as tmlay the

T he very voracity of the rat must 
bove been of great geological Impor­ 
tance when it had to attack, perhaps.

Nothing coaid 
stand them or w ithstand them. Having 
eaten up everything th at could not 
run or fly or tight back, the rat turn­ 
ed to Europe and had to satisfy Itself 
with new* habits find different ftHsK 
Its connection with the balance of na­ 
ture was destroyed and It is today a 
m eaningless survival with nothing hut 
n somewhat doubtful claim to a char­ 
acteristic flea.
